Th*  subject  of  a  Higher  Education  for 
Woman  Lt  now  in  that  stats  of  moral  efler- 
vaeceaoe  which  moat  ideas  reach  before 
arriving  at  any  degree  of  excel  lanes.  We 
must,  accordingly,  await  results,  trusting 
that  in  time,  between  She  front  and  the 
dregs  of  diacuaion  will  remain  much  pur* 
wine  of  truth,  and  that  the  day  may  nof 
be  f  ax  from  distant  when  we  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  U>  partake  of  it.  Through  all  th*  dif¬ 
fering  shades  of  opinion  gpfertain  d  upon 
this  subject;  all  agree  that  many  sad  grave 
errors  exist  in  the  present  system  of  female 
education.  The  question  a a  to  what 
method  can  be  adopted  to  secure  thorough 
neaa  and  allow  sacrificing  her  physical 
welfare,  continues  to  press  tor  an  an¬ 
swer. 

Since,  at  auch  a  time,  no  suggestion* 
come  amiaa  which  sins  to  throw  a  ray  of 
light  in  the  right  direction,  we  desire  to 
call  attention  to  a  method  of  instruction  id 
great  favor  in  Paris.  This  method  was 
founded  t>y  M.  Colart,  and  is  continued 
with  very  great  success  by  M.  Remy.  A* 
it  ha*  now  su-od  the  teat  of  more  than  sixty 
years'  experience,  it  is  at  least  entitled  to 
consideration. 

M.  Remy  meets  his  classes  but  once  a 
week,  and  then  for  a  session  ol  only  two 
hours.  This  weekly  recitation  is  nothing 
more  or  lea*  than  a  careful  examination  of 
the  pupils  in  the  lesson  of  the  previous 
week,  but  it  proves  ao  exhaustive  that 
the  pupil*  are  obliged  to  devote  from  three 
to  five  hour*  each  day,  with  the  aid  of  pa 
rents,  governess,  or  tutor,  to  their  prepara¬ 
tion.  Each  girl  is  invariably  accompanied 
to  recitations  by  either  governess  or 
parent.  Itis,  indeed,  quite  common  to 
botk  parents  present,  busily  engaged  in 
writing  the  answer*  to  the  questions  pro¬ 
pounded,  to  tie  afterwards  compared  with 
the  daughter's  A  delightful  era  npanion- 

ship  is  sugested  by  this  community  in - “ 

tel  pursuits.  . 

In  the  cltsset  the  girl*  are  sea^T  :n 
chain  placed  around  a  long  udtfe;  M. 
Remy  occupying  the  middW*  seat  at 
one  side,  while  the  parents  anti  other  per¬ 
sons  present  are  accommodated  with 
chain  placed  in  rows,  «*  on*  sees  at  “parlor 
Isctures.” 

Order  being  secured,  the  fint  thing  done 
by  all  present  is  tdmake  a  note  of  the  lea- 
sods  to  be  learned  the  coming  week.  These 
are  always;  written  beforehand  upon  a 
blackboard'  which  hangs  back  ot  the  pro 
feasor.  //This  done,  M.  Remy  proceeds  to 
o  or  three  eaaays  selected  from  the 
e  number  which  have  been  handed  in. 
th*  few  wordmof  comment  suggested 
by  the  essays,  follows  the  recitation  in 
poctxy.  About  forty  lines  are  committed 
-weekly ;  and,  aa  the  brief  session  of  two 
hours  would  by  no  mean*  admit  of  each 
pupil's  reciting  the  whole,  Mr.  Remy  calls 
upon  one  (wa  will  say  Mile.  A.)  to  begin. 
Mile.  A.  respond*  -promptly  with  th*  first 
two  lines ;  being  then  interrupted  by  the 
professor's  *' Trto  bieir,  Mademoiselle; 
maintenant.  Mile.  X.,  Mile.  X.  takes  up 
the  dropped  thread  to  be  followed  by 
any  one  whom  M.  Remy  may  chance  to  se¬ 
lect.  There  beio£  no  regular  order  of 
succession,  no  pupil  knows  when  her  turn 
may  come,  lt  will  therefore  readily  be 
p received  what  complete  attention  is  se¬ 
cured.  and  how  impossible  is  it  for  any 
pupil  to  resort  to  subterfuge  to  insure  her 
own  portion. 

The  recitation  in  poetry  is  the  only 
verbal  one.  That  finished,  each  pupil 

opens  one  at  the 'pile  of  exercise  hooks  in 

front  of  her,  in  preparation  for  recitation 
in  history. 

M.  Renvy  by  no  means 
to  the  formal  question  ot  own  concerning 
whatever  of  importance  the  leeaon  suggests 
Each  pupil  is  expectod  to  look  up,  by  aid 
ol  encyclopedia  or  whatever  other  author* 
ity  may  be  available,  all  points  which  will 
serve  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  pe¬ 
riod  of  which  the  lesson  treats  The  first 
questioa^lxeing  askeri,  each  pupil  proceeds 
low  rtfs  b<  r  answer.  When  finished,  she 
holds  up  her  book  for  inspectixm  by 
the  assistant  lady  teachers,  They  take 
their  position  behind  the  young  ladiee, 
walking  from  one  to  another  to  overlook 
the  books  submitted  to  their  criticism.  If 
the  answer  proves  satisfactory,  the  pupil 
receives  a  small  counter.  At  the  end 
of  each  recitation  the  number  of  coun¬ 
ters  receives  by  each  pupil  is  set  down 
opposite  her  name  in  the  report  book 
thus  showing  unfailingly  the  grade  of  ex¬ 
cellence. 

Each  lesson  is  conducted  in  the  manner 
descrilxep  a*  employed  in  history,  the  only 
sounds  which  one  hear*  being  the  scratch 
of  the  busy  pens,  and  M.  Kcmy’s  questions. 
Never  have  we  seen  two  hours  more 
profitably  employed,  and.  it  msy  be  add¬ 
ed,  judging  from  the  animated  expression 
of  the  girls'  faces,  never  more  astir  foe 
torily. 

It  is  impossible  to  convey  any  just  idea 
of  the  dispatch  attained,  and  the  intense 
interest  manifested  in  these  lessons.  The 
pupils  are  evidently  completely  *a  rapport 
with  their  instructor,  who,  in  his  turn, 
comports  himself  toward  each  of  them 
as  *  courtier  might  toward  hi*  sovereign 
lady.
